> WASHINGTON,. April. 19.—Washington 
is beginning to seriously think of £hi 


' invasion ol the Coxey army. 
The fae, 


that the mob of tramps will undoubt 
edly reach the capital, has started ac- 
tive preparations to meet the invasion 
It is not the original Corey's army tha 
the authorities fear, because these cai 
be easily handled, but it is the gen 
era! movement which seems to be tak- 
ing-form all over the country to come 
and meet the commonweal here on 
May 1. 
\ It is this annex that will bring thou 
sands here.. These bodies of men have 
given notice that they will meet the 
army here, and attempt to give im 
pressiveness to the triumphal entrance 
into the city. They will not march 
down through Maryland with Coxey, 
but they will pour into the city over 
the railroads during the few days pre- 
ceding1 his coming-. . Tho auxiliaries 
will probabty camp in the parks anc' 
reservations of the city, and will give 
the police infinitely more trouble than 
the main body of the army. That such 
preparations are being made by thou- 
sands of sympathizers with Coxey is 
well known at commonweal headquar- 
ters in this city, although nothing has 
Veen divulged as yet concerning- these 
plans, the original intention having 
been to launch the entire invasion as a 
great surprise. Hundreds of letters 
have been received by "Citizen" Red- 
stone and others at headquarters, stat- 
ing-that groups of • workingmen from 
Maryland, Pennsylvania,, New York, 
Virginia and West Virgina were form- 
ing and making arrangements to se- 
cure transportation to the city in large 
numbers about May 1 or sooner, if nec- 
essary. Many will come in on freight 
cars, but others will take advantage of 
reduced rates they have been able to se- 
cure, and will come in on passenger 
coaches. 
The officials at police head- 


quarters are beginning to realize the se- 
riousness 
of the

and widely extended "On to Washing- 
ton" movement, and menus were dis- 
cussed-.for meeting the exigencies of 
the cast,-: ' The original Coxey army has 
now dwindled to a thin;,' of little im- 
portance before this more serious inva- 
sion. .Active preparations are being 
made by the district militia and the 
war department ollicials (hcmselves 
are seriously discussing certain plans 
that arc likely to be put into execution 
looking to the protection of. govern- 
ment property. There are five heavy 
batteries and a light battery at the 
barracks in this city, -four troops of 
cavalry at Fort Meyer and the marines 
at the navy yard. 
The two batteries 


at Fort Monroe, supplied with Gatling 
guns and armed with rifles, may be or- 
dered to Fort Mclfcnry in case serious 
trouble is anticipated, as they can be 
brought from that point in an hour. 


WASHINGTON, April 10. —While the 


police authorities of Washington are 
not making known their plans in ad- 
vance, they are laying active prepara- 
tions to receive Gen. Coxey and his com- 
monweal army. 
To members of the 


detective branch of the force, Officers 
Qninlan and lioyd, were sent to join 
the army at Cumberland Saturday. 
Their business will be to make the ac- 
quaintance 6f any criminals who may 
be enlisted in the ranks and to learn 
the true inwardness of the movement, 
if it conceals any sinister designs. Col. 
Redstone, the local agent of the com- 
monweal, visited police headquarters 
Tuesday to labor with Inspector Hol- 
linberger and convince him that the 
purposes of the movement are bene- 
ficent 
He represented that the cru- 


saders are all law abiding men and de- 
clared that they would remain in'town 
but a few hours. The inspector declined 
to take stock in reincarnation and de- 
nounced the army. 


Knlchts of I.nbnr to .Join Them.

DETROIT, Mich., April 10.— Trouble

some days. These men were quarrel 
some Tuesday, and refused to go to 
work themselves, or allow anyone els 
to do so, but no serious outbreak oc 
curred. At 5 o'clock Wednesday morn 
ing- an angry looking mob began to 
gather at the scene, and when 7 o'clock 
arrived, more than 500 men carrying 
pickaxes and spades, were patrollir 
the road. Four policemen were sworn 
in as deputy sheriff's, and a force 01 
eighteen men were put to .work.- 


The strikers threatened to kill tho 


first man who dared attempt to do any 
work, and when one of the men, moro 
daring than his 
fellow 
workmen, 


jumped into the ditch, he was savagely 
assaulted. 
The 
handful of cleptTtie: 


were overpowered, and the strikers 
were left in possession for the time 
being. 


At 10. o'clock the mob further armed 


with clubs and eudg-els, and it seemed 
as if it would be impossible to avoid 
trouble. Sheriff Collins was telephoned 
for and hurried to the scene, taking 
with him .half ado/.en deputies. 


After a conference with tlie water 


board about noon, it was decided to 
abandon the work for the day, and 
then the clash came. 
When Engineer 


Williams attempted to withdraw hig 
men peacefully, the strikers became 
furious and made an onslaught on one, 
of the men. 
Sheriff Collins ordered 


the mob to disperse, threatening- to 
shoot if the order was not obeved. The 
mob appeared maddened, however, and 
continued the attack. 


Then tlie sheriff ordered his posse to 


fire. He suited the action to the word, 
and fired three shots from his revolver 
n rapid succession. This was a signal 
for a volley from the deputies, who 
emptied their revolvers at the advanc- 
ing mot. 
Two strikers were shot dead, 


and at least 15 others are more or less 
dangerously wounded.

over their heads. The Detroit's guns 
were already shotted, and just as soon 
as the shot was firod Capt I.lrownson 
ordered a six-pound shot fired at tho 
Trajano. 


"By a mistake it went ^across- her 


bows. That shot was intended to hit 
the Trajano, and that it 'did not was 
because the gunner misunderstood the 
order. As the Detroit came to the 
Guanabara. the boat's crew from the 
Amy were abreast, and the Guanabara 
fired a shot from a cannon over their 
heads.

WASHINGTON, April 10.'—Among the 


bills presented to the son'ate was one 
by Mr. Palmer, of Illinois, which was 
voluminous in size, and bore upon its 
outer sheet, in large blue letters, tlie 
symbols indicating that he laid it be- 
fore the senate by request and was not 
responsible for it in tiny way. 


The bill provides for pretty much 


everything, but is entitled a bill to in- 
crease the volume of money on real es- 
tate and gold and silver basis.

of loans, with the necessary ofliccs, and 
limits the interest to 2 per cent, loans 
to be made upon renl estate at three- 
fourths of its assessed valuation.

Lodge's proposed aiuciidme.nt to the 
tariff bill, which ho ollcred' Tuesday 
was exciting a great deal of common 
Wednesday among the leading mem 
bcrs of both parties in the senate. Tin 
amendment is another indication tha 
the silver question is likely lo be in 
jectcd into the tariff debate in a fash 
ion which may prove most uncom 
fortnble for the southern free traders 


Senator Lodge's proposition is, brietlj 


stated, to double the tariff upon »1 
goods manufactured in Great Britain 
or in any of her colonies, and to place 
upon such goods or products as may bi 
on the free list an ad volorem duty o 
35 per cent whenever such discriminat 
ing duties against the products of 
Great Britain, or the British colonies 01 
dependencies shall not interfere will 
existing treaties. 
These discriminat 


ing duties are to be collected unti 
Great Britain "shall assent to and take 
part in an international agreement, to 
gelher with the United States, for the 
coinage and use of silver." 


Whenever this amendment shall bo 


reached by the senate debate upon the 
tariff bill the talented junior senatoi 
from iMassachuetts will deliver a speech 
upon it which is likely to cause a de- 
cided sensation. 


Senator Lodge's advocacy of silvoi 


has steadily grown in its asscrtiveiiess, 
and his friendship for bimetallism has 
of late been declared with increasing 
frequency.

Intricacies of thft "Back*.* and 


Dances as Performed bj th« N«t- 


ural Tcrp«lcliorc«n» of th* 


Plantations. 


Before the war, a plantation negro \^ 


who could not danco a few steps of C 
that particularly charncterlstio Ethio- -_ 
plan danco 
known as the "bnclc 


dance" was very hard to find. It w»» 
the pastime of o/d and young darkiea " 
alike, not only.on the plantations and t 
on the levees, but on the decks of tho 
steamers that plind the various rivers" 
of the south, and n.t that time formed 
almost the only mode of travel and - 
transportation. The "buck dance," 
however, attained its greatest perfec- - 
tion and enjoyed its greatest popularity 
on the plantation, because there was, 
more leisure tiuvj granted slaves on 
plantations than to those who were 
employed oil tho rivers and steamboat*. 
It was, says tlie Chicago Herald, a mat- 
ter of great surprise to tho stranger 
traveling through the south to se« 
with what precision and versatility- 
very young darkies executed the many 
difficult steps that characterize "bnck"- 
aud "wing" dancing. 


While the dance is one difficult of 


execution, it has boon acquired .by the 
jig and step dancers of the American 
stage as far as the simple steps them- * 
selves are concerned, but it is impos- 
sible for anyone but a negro to,, put ., 
that distinctive personality into the " 
dance which makes it so fascinating to 
tho beholder. 
It is impossible to tell 


how old the "buck dance" is, or where 
or when it originated. It is errone-" 
ously stated that it was called the 
"buck dance" because only men or 
buck negroes.indulged-in it, but this 
is not the case. It derives the name of 
"buck dancing" from the fact that on 
tho plantations it was customary for 
one dancer to "buck" or pit himself 
against another. Tho contest was not 
only otic of eudurance,""but also in the 
variety of steps and contortions that 
tho dancer indulged in. 


The war und consequent freedom of 


the negro in no wise Interfered with . 
the "buul? dancing." 
In fact, it Is 


more common to-day in those: districts 
in tho south in which the negro popu- 
lation dominates than ever before, a 
fact Unit possibly may be accounted 
for by reason of the very freedom of „ 
the negro nml his disposition to do as ' 
ho pleases. 
It hns ever been the 


pleasure of tho darky to dance, and as 
a race he indulges in it now more than 
ever. On the occasion of .festive gath- 
erings where tho darkies from various 
plantations had gathered for dancing, 
singing and feasting, it was not an un- 
usual sight to sec several "buck danc- 
ing" contests going on at one time. 


Usually two robust,young- darky boys 


would begin the contest. Uponsignsof 
fatigue on the part of either of these a 
restlessness would be observed among 
a half-dozen or more young- darkies of 
both sexes, standing- nearest to the 
dancers, 
und 
urging them on to 


greater efforts by shouts, laughter," 
calls for change of stops and different ' 
steps. 
As soon as one of the dancers, 


gave evidence of distress one of the' 
restless group that surrounded him 
' 


would jump into his place, force him 
away, and commence danoing with 
might and main, keeping up or varying 
the steps until the second of the 
original couple tired but, when hia 
place would be immediately taken by 
either boy or girl, and so on tha 
contest would continue for hours. 


"Wing" dancing . • was mostly in- -' 


dulgedin by barefooted darkies, the 
- 


steps being of «. bounding- nature and 
not wearing on tho sole of the foot. 
Another very popular dance in the ' 
south among tlio darkies was "Jump- 
ing Jim Crow," a dance that c6uld.be 
indulged in by the barefooted darky 
' 


without much danger to the soles of 
his feet. "Buck dancing" is totally 
different. 


Tho shoes used are ordinary flat- 


bottomed shoes without heels, and the 
entire foot must be kept on the floor. 
In all Uic bewildering movements and 
steps the pat-pat-pa.t of the dancer's 
foot must keep perfect time with the 
music of the banjo. The names of the 
various stops aro curious. He begins 
with the "rabbit hop," which brings 
into play every muscle of his body ss 
ho bends'and hops without lifting his 
feet from the ground. Then comes tHb 
"Johnny Bull," which is a series of 
slides and n. heavy step to each bar of 
music. That changes to a rushing 
step, with a slip from the heel and a 
perfect balance of the body. Then 
the "Pass Malard," where he waves his 
ha.nds from the forearm and the left 
foot drags, while the righfscems to be 
doing a lot of hard work. 


Ho swings from that into "Broken- 


Foot Charley," a crazy sort of dance, 
where he gets his legs all tangled up 
and one foot twists around the other 
without landing him on his back, as it 
certainly would a beginner. "Break 
de chicken's neck" is the next change. 
This is a twist of ankle and of knee, as 
a man twists a chicken's neck. In "Go 
'way sugar, yo' done los' yo' taste," the 
"jig-sand" represents sugar and Grant 
pushes it and bursts away and by feet, 
arms 
and 
face 
indicates dislike. 


"Scratch ground'' means walking and 
reversing in time to the rapid mnsie- 
In. this ho is loose-jointed from the 
head down. "Wake up, black man," is 
R wild dance. 
Fie swings around and 


tarns and twists like a contortionist, 
br.t never once loses his time; his 
movements are swift and remarkable 
for strength and grace. Only a young 
and powerful physique could stand the 
strain.

An illustration of the evils which be- 


fall the man who goes to law was re- 
cently brought to notice in which a 
former resident of San Francisco was 
the sufferer. It was the caso in which 
a New Jersey crank who died several 
years ago had left all his fortune, ex- 
cept the dower right, of his wife there- 
in, to Henry George to aid in the 
single-tax propaganda. 
Certain, re- 


mote heirs brought suit to set aside 
the will, to which Mr. George paid but 
little attention, but thev were success- 
ful, the court sustaining- the position 
of the contestants that the sing-le-tax 
theory, as it attacked existing law, 
was sedition. 
Mr. George suddenly 


waked up to the fact that he was be- 
ing adjudged an inciter of sedition, 
etc., and had the case carried up, the 
court of last resort not long Ago giving 
a decision in his favor. But the moral 
of the story lies in the consequences of 
the litigation. The dower right of tho 
widow was locked up with the estate, 
and long before the final decision was 
reached she died in the poorhouse—a 
rich woman pauperized, through no 
fault of her own—by operation of the 
law. The amount bequeathed to Mr. 
George originally amounted to about 
twenty thousand dollars, but after all 
the expenses of litigation had been

To the Esquimau woman, says Dr. 


Xansen, the month is like a third 
hand, especially in the preparation of 
skins, which is a very considerable part 
of her work. As'a consequence the 
front teeth of the older women are 
often worn away to the merest stumps. 
The Esquimau method of preparing 
bird skins is extremely peculiar and 
therefore interesting', and is thus de- 
scribed: 


The first step is carefully to dry the 


feathers; then the skins~are turned in- 
side oni, and the layer of fat is scraped 
away as thoroughly as possible with a 
mussel shell or a spoon, and £s eaten, 
being esteemed a great delicacy. Then 
the skins are hnng up under the roof 
to dry. 


After a few days the last remnants 


of fat are removed from them br 
means oJ chewing^ .then they are_ 
dried again, washed in warm water 
with soda and soap three times over, 
then ringed out in very cold water, 
pressed, and hou^ sp for tfr? finul 
drying-, lithe feathers are to be re- 
moved so that only the down is left, 
as, for example, in the case of the eider 
dock, they are plucked oat when the ! 
skin is half-dry. Then it Ls thoroughly 
dried and cot up, and so is ready for 
use.
